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GOVERNOR COX TO MR. TAFT. 


Compared with the heavy, lumber­ 
ing thoughts— if one may call them 
such— that emanate every day or so 
from the front porch, Governor Cox’s 
statement concerning Mr. Taft is a 
flash of genius. 
It is indeed, in itself 
and by itself, a beautiful and a re­ 
markably skilful thrust, and it proves 
that in the game of political swords­ 
manship Mr. Cox has a quick eye and 
a sure hand. 
Nothing could be more 
delightful than the way in which he 
takes instant advantage of the open­ 
ing which Mr. Taft afforded him. 
The latter, it will be recalled, has 
recently 
reiterated 
in a published 
statement his conviction that Hard­ 
ing’s views as to the League of Na­ 
tions are utterly wrong. 
In the same 
statement he has again affirmed that 
the League of 
Nations 
is so over­ 
whelmingly important an issue that 
it transcends 
all 
considerations of 
party loyalty. 
He then goes on to 
explain that, in spite 
of this 
latter 
fact and in spite of Harding’s wrong­ 
headedness on the league, he should 
have the support of pro-League re­ 
publicans 
because 
Cox’s 
election 
could not help the League cause, due 
to the preponderance in the senate of 
senators who 
are 
opposed 
to the 
democratic league program. 
It is to this utterance of Mr. Taft’s 
that the statement issued by Gover­ 
nor Cox refers. 
There is no denial in 
it of anything that Mr. Taft has said. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
Governor 
Cox, 
seemingly taking the 
former presi­ 
dent at his wrord, 
simply 
remarks 
sweetly: 
“We have every hope that 
Judge Taft will urge republicans in 
every state where a primary contest 
is on for the nomination of a candi­ 
date for United States senator to sup­ 
port the man or men who are in fa­ 
vor of the League of Nations. 
By so 
doing he can consistently remain a 
republican in the face of his state­ 
ment that the position of his presi­ 
dential candidate on this question is 
wrong.” 
In this last 
sentence, 
M r.’ Cox 
seems at first sight to go to an ex­ 
treme of 
charitableness 
to 
w’hich 
some of us will not follow’ him. We 
do not think that there is any way in 
which Mr. Taft can consistency re­ 
main a republican. 
Yet, the gover­ 
nor, after all, has merely expressed 
this same opinion less baldly and with 
greater finesse. 
Since the senate is, 
in Mr. Taft’s opinion, the real battle 
ground where the League issue must 
be decided (conclusion to which he 
has come only of recent days after 
his presidential candidate had join­ 
ed the Bitter-enders) Mr. Cox sug­ 
gests that he should go to work to im­ 
prove the situation in the senate. He 
should, says Mr. Cox, throw* his influ­ 
ence to the support of all senatorial 
candidates who are for the League. 
That is a thrust 
which 
Mr. Taft 
cannot parry. 
Mr. Cox has slipped 
under his guard. 
His own excuse— 
the excuse which he manufactured to 
explain his course— is most skilfully 
turned against him. 
If

what he says, if there is a particle of 
sincerity in the excuse which he has 
given, he must in truth support to the
